Oil  exporters  deny 
policy  inflationary 


VIENNA  (AP)  -  Oil  exporters  angrily 
rejected  on  Tuesday  charges  that  they  are 
responsible  for  worldwide  inflation  and 
claimed  their  countries  have  been 
exploited  for  years  by  the  oil  consuming 
nations. 

“Inflation  did  not  begin  with  the 
increase  in  oil  prices.  It  is  rather  because 
of  inflation  that  oil  prices  have  had  to  be 
adjusted,”  declared  an  authoritative 
official  of  the  Organization  of  Petroleum 
Exporting  Countries-OPEC. 

President  Ford  told  the  World  Energy 
Conference  in  Detroit  on  Monday  that 
exorbitant  or  rigged  oil  prices  could 
“threaten  the  breakdown  of  world  order 
and  safety.”  He  urged  global  energy 
cooperation. 

The  OPEC  official,  whose  telephoned 
statement  was  released  with  the 
understanding  that  his  name  would  be 


withheld,  declared  that  “the  so-called 
high  prices  of  crude  oil  have  been  arrived 
at  only  because  we  tried  to  detain 
windfall  profits  made  by  international  oil 
companies  —  mostly  American  companies 
—  and  records  show  that  however  high 
the  crude  oil  prices  are,  they  account  at 
present  for  no  more  than  1  or  2  per  cent 
of  worldwide  inflation.” 

The  official  also  claimed  the'  oil 
producers  “are  threatened  by  energy 
starvation”  if  they  continue  high 
production  “only  to  satisfy  the  wasteful 
uses  of  petroleum  in  industrialized 
countries.” 

A  spokesman  for  the  Arab  League  in 
Cairo  said  speeches  by  Ford  and 
Secretary  of  State  Henry  A.  Kissinger 
sharply  criticizing  the  high  level  of  crude 
’  oil  prices  had  shocked  the  Arabs. 


In  Caracas,  a  government  source  said 
Venezuela  is  studying  the  possibility  of 
increasing  U.S.  and  other  foreign  oil 
companies’  income  tax  payments  by 
between  10  and  15  per  cent  on  each 
barrel. 

A  member  of  Venezuela’s  ruling 
Democratic  Action  party  claimed  that 
“every  day  the  President  of  the  United 
States  shows  that  he  is  badly  informed 
and  advised”  on  oil  matters. 

Celestino  Armas  added  that  “this 
situation  could  seriously  affect  the 
traditional  and  cordial  relations  between 
developed  and  industrialized  countries.” 

Venezuela  is  the  world’s  fifth  largest  oil 
producer  and  third  ranking  exporter. 

In  Beirut,  Lebanon,  the  Arab  press 
accused  the  United  States  of  waging  a  war 
of  nerves  against  Arab  oil  pfoducers  in  an 
effort  to  force  price  cutbacks. 
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Ford  is  coming  to  BYU  as  a 
result  of  an  invitation 
extended  him  while  he  was 
vice  president. 

There  had  been  some 
questions  as  to  his  keeping  the 
speaking  commitment  when  he 
was  appointed  president,  but ; 
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the 


imocrat  list  uncertain 
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administration  announced  he 
would  visit  the  campus. 

According  to  Bruce  L. 
Olsen,  director  of  University 
Relations,  Ford  is  expected  to 
arrive  in  Salt  Lake  City 
sometime  the  evening  of  Oct. 
1. 

Olsen  indicated  it  had  not 
yet  been  revealed  how  or  when 
the  president  would  come  to 
BYU. 


Among  those  included  in  the 
pre-advance  team  sent  from 
the  White  House  were 
members  of  the  White  House 
Communications  Agency, 
representatives  of  the  press 
secretary  to  the  president  and 
representatives  of  the  military 
assistant  .to  the  president, 
along  with  members  qf  the 
Secret  service. 

Arrangements  for  the  speech 
were  discussed,  along  with 
room  assignments  for  the 
president  and  his  guests  in  pre¬ 
paration  for  the  address. 

Olsen*  also  indicated  a  special 
press  room  will  be  .made 
available  for  the  event. 

On  the  matter  of  security, 
Olsen  said  there  would  be  no 
Tight-fisted  security  procedures 
followed. 
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six  named  Jackson  as  the 
front-runner,  three  named 
Mondale,  one  named  Bentsen 
and  one  named  Sen.  Edmund 
S.  Muskie,  who,  like  Jackson, 
unsuccessfully  sought  the 
nomination  in  1972.

Jackson  said  in  Washington 
that  the  race  is  “wide  open 
now.”  Mondale  said  Kennedy’s 
action  makes  him  “strongly 
inclined”  to  run. 

Jackson  was  the  most  often 
named  by  all  of  the  chairmen 
-  those  who  definitely 
thought  he  was  the 
frontrunner  and  those  who 


said  there  was  no  clear  choice 
so  far.  The  Washington  senator 
was  mentioned  as  a  possible 
candidate  by  19  state 
chairmen.  Mondale  came  in 
second,  named  as  a  potential 
top  contender  by  18  of  the 
state  chiefs,  and  Bentsen  was 
third  with  13  mentions. 

.  Others  suggested  as  possible 
Democfatic  presidential 
candidates  in  1976  were: 
Govs.  Jimmy  Carter  of 
Georgia,  George  C.  Wallace  of 
Alabama,  Reubein  Askew  of 
Florida,  John  J.  Gilligan  of 
Ohio,  Dale  Bumpers  of 
Arkansas,  Wendell  R. 
Anderson  of  Minnesota  and 


“President  Ford  does  not 
operate  on  tight  security 
policies,”  said  Olsen.  “He  is  a 
.  man  who  enjoys  mingling  with 
people.  Nevertheless,  there  will 
be  some  precautions  taken.” 

Olsen  said  students  would  be 
admitted  by  showing  tickets, 
but  that  the  press  must  show 
credentials.

Committee  OKs 
funds  for  Nixon 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The 


$398,000  in  transition  money 
Tuesday  for  former  President 
Richard  M.  Nixon  but  said  his 
White  House  tapes  and  papers 
should  not  be  moved  until  the 
Watergate  prosecutor  and 
courts  complete  arrangements 
for  access  to  them. 

-  The  committee  approved  a 
cut  made  in  subcommittee  last 
week  of  $452,000  from  the 
$8  50,000  requested  by 
President  Ford  for  Nixon’s 
expenses  in  winding  down  his 
affairs. 

I  rejected  all  $1 10,000  for  a 
vault,  near  San  Clemente, 
Calif.,  in  which  Nixon  and  the 
Ford  administration  had 
agreed  to  store  the  tapes  and 
papers  jointly. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The 
retail  cost  of  a  year’s  supply  of 
f  arm- produced  groceries 
jumped  $25  in  August  to  a 
record  annual  rate  of  $1,751 
for  a  typical  household,  figures 
released  by  the  Agriculture 
Department  showed  Tuesday. 

Higher  prices  for  beef,  pork 
and  eggs  accounted  for  much 
of  the  increase.  Lower  prices 
were  reported  for  milk,  lettuce 
and  bread. 

Officials  said  the  dollar 
increase,  amounting  to  1.4  per 
cent  from  July  to  August,  was 
the  largest  since  the  indicator 
rose  $52  or  3.1  percent  on  an 
annual  basis  from  last  January 
to  February. 

The  August  basket  cost 
eclipsed  the  previous  record  of 
$1,747  set  last  March.  The 
figure  had  declined  in  April, 
rose  in  May  and  then  dropped 
in  June  and  July. 

According  to  the  USDA 
statistics,  compiled  at  the 
request  of  newsmen,  nearly  all 
of  the  $25-gain  from  July  was 
due  to  a  larger  share  fr 
farmers.  But  compared  over  a 
one-year  period  the  figures 
showed  middle-men  have 
contributed  most  to  rising 
consumer  food  costs. 

The  market  basket,  which 
includes  65  retail  items, 
theoretically  provides  enough 
food  to  supply  a  household  of 
3.2  persons  for  an  entire  year. 
Officials  say  the  monthly  costs 
by  no  means  correspond  fully 
to  actual  family  food 
spending. 

Imported  food  items  and 
seafood,  for  example,  are  not 
included  in  the  statistics.  Only 
domestically  farm-produced 
food  is  used  to  determine  the 
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Louisiana.

Rumsfeld  assigned 
White  House  post 


WASHINGTON  -  Virtually 
completing  reorganization  of 
his  top  staff,  President  Ford 
announced  Tuesday  he  is 
appointing  Donald  Rumsfeld 
as  an  assistant  responsible  for 
coordinating  White  House 
operations. 
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Vaughan  was  found  not 
guilty  of  the  first  two  charges 
against  him  but  was  found 
guilty  and  censured  by  the 
ASBYU  Supreme  Court  on  the 
third  chargd. 

In  announcing  the  decision 
Chief  Justice  Norman  Nielsen

In  his  election  statement,  Council.  He  also  moved  for 
Wade  promised  methods  for  better  use  of  service  on 
obtaining  student  reaction,  to  campus,  through  better 
be  used  by  the  Executive  organization. 


Rumsfeld,  a  42-year-old 
former  Republican  House 
member  from  Illinois,  will  take 
up  his  cabinet-rank  post 
Friday  but  continue 
temporarily  also  to  serve  as 
U.S.  ambassador  to  NATO. 

Press  Secretary  Ronald 
Nessen  said  Rumsfeld,  who 
helped  engineer  Ford’s  1965 
election  as  House  GOP  leader, 
will  succeed  Gen.  Alexander 
M.  Haig  Jr.  but  will  not  have 
Haig’s  title  as  White  House 
chief  of  staff. 

“It’s  a  Ford  White  House 
now,”  said  Nessen,  who 
reported  Ford  and  Rumsfeld 
will  work  together  to  decide 
just  how  the  coordinating  job 
will  be  carried  out. 

One  of  the  Rumsfeld’s 
responsibilities  will  be  to  help 
manage  “the  best  use  of  the 
President’s  time,”  Nessen  said. 

“This  president  wants  to 
have  access  to  a  lot  of  people 
and  does  have  access  to  a  lot 
of  people,”  he  added. 

The  press  secretary  said 
Ford  considers  all  his  senior 
aides  to  have  equal  status  but 
declared,  “There  does  need  to 
be  coordination  among  senior 
advisers,”  another  of 
Rumsfeld’s  responsibilities.

Inflation,  labeled  public  enemy  No.  1  by 
President  Ford,  is  no  less  a  problem  to  BYU 
students.  The  minimum-budget  student  will  be 
spending  approximately  21%  more  this  year 
than  he  would  have  in  1970,  according  to 
Richard  Stringham,  financial  aids  officer. 

Stringham  said  that  the  university’s  projected 
cost  for  a  two-semester  year  in  1970  was 
$1,480.  This  year  suggests  an  $1,800 
minimum. 

“I  would  say  that  food  and  housing  are 
hitting  the  student  the  hardest,”  said 
Stringham.  “A  student  can  easily  regulate  his 
spending  on  clothes,  recreation  and  the  like, 
but  not  so  easily  on  food  and  housing.” 

Inflation  is  perhaps  pinching  the  BYU 
students  a  little  less  than  students  on  other 
campuses  across  the  nation,  according  to 
Delyle  Barton,  director  of  BYU  housing. 

“The  National  Housing  Organization  Report 
shows  BYU  to  be  one  of  the  most  economical 
schools  as  far  as  housing  and  food,”  said 
Barton. 

The  fact  that  BYU  may  be  a  little  less 
expensive  than  other  schools  is  probably  of 
little  consolation  to  most  students  since  general 
consumer  prices  are  up  30%  over  the  last  four 
years,  according  to  Dr.  Clayne  Pope,  assistant 
professor  of  economics,  He  also  said  that  food, 
an  important  student  commodity,  is  up  43% 
since  1970. 

BYU  housing  conducts  a  survey  of  average 
local  rental  costs  every  two  years.  The  1974 
survey  has  not  been  conducted  yet,  but  the 
average  rate  for  single  students  rose 


approximately  37  per  cent  from  1968  to  1972, 
according  to  Barton. 

The  average  cost  for  travel  and 
transportation  in  the  intermountain  area  has 
also  been  on  the  rise.  Garth  Mather,  BYU 
budget  officer,  reports  the  following  increases 
from  1970  to  the  present:  gasoline  up  48.9  pe: 
cent,  oil  up  69.7  per  cent,  tune-  ups  up  33.1 
per  cent,  brake  relining  up  76.2  per  cent. 

Mather  said  that  these  figures  were  calculated 
from  a  sampling  in  Utah  and  the  surrounding 
states. 

Educational  costs  have1  not  been  exempt 
from  the  inflating  economy.  Since  1970, 
tuition  has  risen  from  $250  per  semester  to 
$320  per  semester.  According  to  the  financial 
aids  office,  the  estimated  costs  for  books  and 
supplies  has  risen  from  $125  a  year  to  $180  a 
year. 

Though  consumer  prices  have  risen  21  per 
cent  in  the  last  four  years,  students  that  work 
full  or  part  time  for  BYU  may  find  comfort  in 
the  fact  that  the  minimum  starting  wage  for 
BYU  has  increased  approximately  27  per  cent 
over  the  same  peiod  of  time,  according  to  B. 
Keith  Duffin,  director  of  personnel  services. 

Dr.  Pope  explained  that  some  students  will 
benefit  from  the  current  inflation. 

“If  students  took  out  loans  in  1{J70  or  before 
at  low  interest  rates,  they  could  gain  by  paying 
back  inflated  dollars  that  are  worth  less,”  said 
Dr.  Pope. 

The  fact  is,  students,  just  like  everyone  else, 
have  been  spending  more  and  getting  less.  For 
many,  the  rising  prices  means  cutting  more  and 
more  corners.  It  appears  that  in  the  next  few 
months,  those  without  unlimited  funds  may 
have  to  cinch  up  their  belts  yet- another  notch.

Pres.  Ford  ticket  plan 
draws  student  reaction

Student  reaction  was 
generally  favorable  toward  the 
ticket  distribution  for  the 
forum  featuring  President 
Gerald  R.  Ford  in  a  poll 
conducted  Tuesday  by  the 
Daily  Universe. 

Half  of  the  20  students 
interviewed  in  the  Wilkinson 
Center  had  already  picked  up 
their  tickets  for  the  Oct.  2 
assembly.  Only  one  of  the 
students  did  not  plan  to 
attend. 

The  unfavorable  reactions 
generally  came  from  married 
students  who  would  be  unable 
to  sit  with  their  spouses.  Most 
students  interviewed,  however, 
said  they  felt  it  was  the  fairest 
method  possible. 

Kris  Jensen,  a  freshman  in 


university  studies  from  Afton, 
Wyo.  said  she  like  the  random 
distribution  “because  then 
everyone  has  an  equal 
chance.” 

“I  guess  it  saves  lines,”  said 
Duane  Mortensen,  a  freshman 
in  general  studies  from 
Pleasant  Grove.  Mortensen 
only  had  to  wait  behind  a  few 
people  to  get  his  tickets. 

“I  didn’t  get  the  best  seats  in 
the  world,  but  I  think  it’s 
pretty  fair,”  he  said. 

John  Johnson,  a  senior  in 
microbiology  from  Long 
Beach,  Calif,  had  just  picked 
up  tickets  for  himself  and  his 
wife,  also  a  student.  His 
reaction  was  negative. 

“Why  isn’t  it  first  come,  first 
served?”  he  asked.  Johnson 
said  his  tickets  were  not  good 
ones.  He  also  said  he  felt  the 
policy  of  having  spouses  that 


are  not  students  sit  in  a 
separate  section  was  not  good. 

Similar  sentiments  were 
expressed  by  Don  Bigger,  a 
freshman  in  design  technology 
from  Laguna  Hills,  Calif. 
Bigger,  who  got  his  tickets 
Monday  afternoon,  said,  “I 
was  dissapointed  that  my  wife 
didn’t  get  a  ticket.” 

He  felt  students’  wives 
should  have  priority  over  the 
people  of  Provo. 

About  half  of  the  20,000 
tickets  being  distributed  to  the 
students  had  been  picked  up 
by  noon  Tuesday  according  to 
Brian  Johnson,  press  secretary 
to  ASBYU  Pres.  Reid  Robison. 

Wednesday  is  the  last  day 
for  ticket  distribution.  Tickets 
can  be  picked  up  until  5  p.m. 
at  the  south  concourse  of  the 
Marriott  Center.  Tickets  not 
picked  up  will  become 
available  to  other  groups.

Predictions  stifle 
man,  speaker  says 


History  can  serve  as  an 
antidote  to  combat  the 
modern  obsession  with 
predictability,  said  Dr.  Daniel 
J.  Boorstin,  Tuesday’s  forum 
speaker. 

Dr.  Boorstin,  currently  the 
senior  historian  at  the 
Smithsonian  Institute  in 
Washington  D.C.,  spoke  on 
“The  Uses  of  History”  and 


later  answered  questions  in  the 
Varsity  Theater. 

Dr.  Boorstin  noted  that  the 
quest  for  predictability  locks 
us  in  to  programmed  thoughts 
and  actions,  destroying 
creativity  and  imagination. 

Decrying  the  rampant 
“emphasis  on  and  confidence 
in  prediction,”  Boorstin 
pointed  out  that  the 
phenomenon  is  one  which  has 
grown  up  in  the  last  200  years 
and  has  reached  a  Climax  in 
our  time.

superstition  and  fear  by 
increasing  his  knowledge  of 
and  his  control  over  his 
future.” 

Manifestations  of  the  “new 
attitudes  and  new  hopes”  of 
the  17th  and  18  th  centuries 
are  apparent  in  the  works  of 
Diderot,  Gibbon,  and  Hume, 
among  others,  Dr.  Boorstin 
said.  Their  thinking  exuded  a 
“dogmatic  confidence” 
perhaps  best  illustrated  by 
Gibbon’s  reliance  on  the 
predictability  of  the  “triumph 
of  barbarism  and  religion”  in 
his  exhaustive  history  of  the 
Roman  Empire. 

Dr.  Boorstin  pointed  out 
that  while  earlier  predictions, 
like  those  of  Calvin,  “were 
tempered  somewhat  by  an 
awareness  of  the  disproportion 
between  man  and  God  .  .  .  ,” 
the  Enlightenment  “reduced 
the  disproportion.” 

Focusing  his  remarks  on  the 
modern  era,  Dr.  Boorstin  said 
“The  great  legacy  of  the 
Enlightenment  .  .  .  was  the  rise 
of  the  social  sciences  and  the 
United  States  would  be  a  place 
for  the  flourishing  of  some  of 
the  crudest  and  most  arrogant 
of  its  predictive  excesses.” 

Dr.  Boorstin  used  the 
relatively  recent  phenomenon 
of  insurance  to  illustrate  “the 
dominance  of  social  science 
predictability  over 
us  ...  .  Insurance  is  simply  a 
way  to  make  life  more 
predictable.” 

Introduced  by  Dr.  Marvin  S. 
Hill  of  the  BYU  history

department  as  one  who  “has 
written  and  made  U.S. 

intellectual  history,”  Dr.  “The  Americans:  The 
Boorstin  offered  history  as  a 
panacea  for  “the  pre-testing 
psychosis,”  a  malaise  that  will 
not  even  allow  us  to  get 
married  to  day  without 
“pre-testing  the  product.” 

Calling  the  historian  “the 


imagination”  who  “explores 
variations  on  themes  that  may 
never  be  heard  again,”  Dr. 
Boorstin  contrasted  his  role 
with  that  of  the  social 
scientist. 

“The  social  scientist  is  the 
prophet  of  the  expected  ...  he 
limits  our  options,  his  aim  is 
prediction.”  The  historian,  on 
the  other  hand,  can  never  be 


Democratic  Experience,”  Dr. 
Boorstin  made  a  humorous 
self-deprecatory  allusion  to  his 
place  on  the  forum  schedule, 
speaking  between  President 
Spencer  W.  Kimball  and 
President  Gerald  Ford. 
“Mormons  have  always  had  a 
unique  feeling  for  mountains 
and  vallies,”  he  said. 

Dr.  Boorstin  summed  up  his 
remarks  by  defining  the  role  of 
the  historian,  in  contrast  to, 
that  of  the  social  scientist,  as 
one  who  can  remind  us  “of 
some  of  the  infinitely  enticing 
ways  that  things  can  be 
otherwise,”

They  were  stacked  from  floor 
to  ceiling:  36,236  golden  bars 
valued  at  $499,823,244.58. 

“It’s  a  sight  to  take  your 
breath,”  said  Mary  Brooks, 
director  of  the  Mint,  who  led  a 
delegation  of  congressmen  and 
newsmen  through  the  U.S. 
gold  depository  here  on 
Monday. 

It  was  the  first  time  since 
the  two-story  vault  was  built 
in  1936  that  “unauthorized 
.  personnel”have  been  permitted 
inside.  President  Franklin  D. 
Roosevelt  saw  the  gold  in 
1943,  but  even  he  had  to  ask 
permission., 

Mrs.  Brooks  said  the 
inspection  was  arranged  so 
that  the  Mint  “can  clear  away 
the  cobwebs  and  reassure  the 
public  that  their  gold  is  intact 
and  safe.”

Could  affect  legislature 

Since  almost  all  colleges  and 
universities  in  Utah  participate 
in  the  UIA,  Nielson  believes 
that  the  organization  could 
have  an  influence  upon  state 
legislation. 

“UIA  could  take  a  stand  on 
issues,”  Nielson  said.  “They 
could  make  the  student  voice 
heard  through  position  papers, 
letters  to  legislators  and  by 
placing  students  as  legislative 
interns.” 

“They  could  provide 
research  and  perform  lobbying 
activities,”  he  added. 

Among  other  political 
offices  Nielson  presently  holds, 
he  is  chairman  of  the  Utah 
Legislative  Council  '  and 
prepares  legislation  for  each 


and  statistical  studies. 
Presently,  he  is  working  for 
the  Eyring  Research  Institute 
as  program  manager  for 
economic  and  statistical 
research. 

Sponsors  student  legislature 

The  UIA  sponsors  a  student 
legislature  at  the  state  capitol 
each  year,  explained  chapter 
president  Clark.  The  three-day 
session  includes  delegates  from 
10  of  the  11  colleges  and 
universities  in  Utah  who 
debate  and  vote  on  current 
issues. 

The  UIA  was  organized  by 
student  body  presidents  of  all 
Utah  universities  and  colleges, 
said  Clark.  Its  main  purpose  is 
to  train  students  in  legislative 
procedure  and  send  delegates 
to  the  student  legislature. 

“The  club  provides  good 
training  for  anyone  interested 
in  government,”  noted  Clark. 

UIA  meets  weekly 

The  BYU  chapter  presently 
has  40  members,  said  Clark.  It 
meets  every  Wednesday  at  4 
p.m.  in  562  ELWC.  Anyone 
interested  may  attend. 


BYU  will  provide  18  of  the 
70  student  delegates  at  the 
student  legislature,  to  be  held 
Nov.  20-23,  Clark  said. 

After  the  session,  a  booklet 
will  be  printed  including  the 
legislation  proposed  and  the 
votes  received,  he  added. 

“The  delegates  will  then 
present  the  ^booklets  to  the 
state  legislators  in  their 
districts,”  said  Clark. 

Since  the  UIA  is  only  one 
year  old,  it  is  too  early  to  tell 
what  influence  it  has,  or  can 
have,  on  state  legislation,  he 
explained.  But  state  political 
leaders  are  already  recognizing

TOCOA,  Honduras  (AP)  - 
The  floodwaters  from 
Hurrican  Fifi  are  subsiding  and 
countless  hundreds  have  left 
their  refuges  in  trees  and  on 
rooftops  in  the  Aguan  valley 
of  northeast  Honduras.  Now 
they  are  flocking  to  refugee 
centers  looking  for  food  and 
clothing. 

Several  hundred  are  sleeping 
on  the  classroom  floors  of  a 
school  in  this  small  town  in 
the  heart  of  the  valley.  They 
have  powdered  milk  for  their 
babies  and  a  few  local 
grapefruit  that  survived  the 
storm.  But  food  and  clothing 
have  not  arrived,  and  there  are 
not  blankets  for  the  sleepers. 

“We  are  all  dying  of 
hunger,”  said  Ophelia  Perez, 
who  escaped  from  Fifi’s 
neck-high  water  with  only  the 
mud  splattered ,  ragged  dress 
on  her  back.  “When  is  help 
coming?  Look  at  my  son,  he 
has  no  clothes.  We  have  lost 
everything.”

Valleff  and  the  neighboring 
Ulua  Valley  were  extensively 
damaged,  officials  said 
casualties  around  Tocoa  were 
very  light.

He  also  takes  a 
special  interest  in  getting  to 
know  the  Indian  students,” 
she  said.

Hunters  planning  to  enter 
the  Uinta  National  Forest  for 
the  upcoming  elk  hunt  must 
be  prepared  to  obey  an  order 
by  the  Forest  Service 
prohibiting  camp  fires  and 
smoking.

“Weir  studied  for  a  time  in 
the  early  and  late  1870’s  in 
Paris.  While  there,  he  saw  his 
first  exhibit  of  impressionist 
art  and  wrote  home  that  ‘it 
was  a  chamber  of  horrors.’ 
Little  did  he.  realize,  that  10 
years  later,  he  would  adopt  the 
impressionist  style,”  reflected 
Meyer. 

“The  impressionist 
emphasizes  color  rather  than 
form,  and  form  frequently, 
dissolves  into  broken  patches 
of  coloring,  making  the 
backgrounds  as  significant  as 
human  faces  or  body  forms. 

“If  one  were  to  compare 
earlier,  traditional  paintings, 
such  as  Weir’s  early 
self-portrait,  “The  Breten 
Girl,”  or  his  wife’s  portrait  on 
the  Duveneck  balcony,  to  his 
later  paintings,  such  as  “In  the 
Sun”  or  “An  Autumn  Stroll,” 
one  could  see  the  distinct 
reformation  in  technique.  It  is 
done  by  dabbing  varieties  of 
colors,  developing  a  continuity 
in  theme  to  emphasize  the 
artist’s  conception  of  the  more 
important  details,”  explained 
Meyer. 

“In  the  Sun”,  for  example, 
shows  a  young  girl  in  a 
supposed  field  of  flowers.  The . 
burst  of  color  over  her  left 
shoulder  is  comprised  of 
streaks  of  bright  blues,  greens, 
yellows  and  oranges.  Due  to 
the  high  intensity  of  color,  this 
gives  the  painting  a  greater 
luminosity,’?  said  Meyer. 

BYU  obtained  the  Weir 
collection  in  1959  along  with 
the  Mahonri  Young  collections 
when  the  university  acquired 
the  entire  Young  art  estate  of 
8,000  items.  Young  had

Adoption  thwarted 


Abortion,  with  its  connotations  of  despair,  desperation  and 
murder,  is  probably  one  of  the  ugliest  words  in  the  English 
language. 

Ugly  or  not,  abortion  is  becoming  more  widely  accepted  in 
the  United  States  and  rates  continually  increase.  We  wonder 
how  anyone  could  be  so  inhuman  as  to  kill  an  unborn  baby. 

In  reality,  it’s  not  much  of  a  mystery.  Killing  comes  quite 
naturally  to  most  people.  Few  people  think  twice  about 
smashing  an  ant  or  mosquito.  Things  extremely  unlike  ourselves, 
from  which  we  are  detached  and  unassociated,  die  easily  under 
our  hands. 

However,  it  is  harder  to  kill  something  we  can  relate  to  and 
love.  To  kill  a  warm,  cuddly  puppy  would  take  a  callousness  and 
insensitivity  most  people  don’t  have. 

Apparently,  a  human  fetus  for  some  people  belongs  in  the 
first  category.  It’s  like  a  bothersome  snake  or  mosquito-alien, 
unknown,  unassociated.  And  yet,  only  a  few  short  months 
separate  the  unknown  from  a  happy,  smiling  baby. 

Now  there  is  a  new  argument  against  abortions.  A  pronounced 
shortage  of  babies  available  for  adoption  exists.  Thousands  of 
fine  couples,  unable  to  bear  children,  would  still  like  to  rear  a 
family. 

Formerly,  these  couples  were  able  to  adopt  unwanted  babies 
into  their  homes  from  unwed  mothers  or  from  poor  families 
who  felt  they  could  not  raise  a  baby. 

But  now,  thanks  to  easy  abortions  and  readily  available 
contraceptives,  babies  available  for  adoption  are  extremely 
limited  in  number. 

Excerpts  from  a  recent  letter  to  the  editor  of  a  local  daily 
newspaper  effectively  illustrate  the  problem: 

“When  my  husband  and  I  hold  our  precious  5-year-old 
adopted  daughter  in  our  arms  and  see  her  lying  in  bed  each 
night  warm,  secure  and  very  much  loved,  we  thank  God  every 
day  that  her  unwed  mother  didn’t  abort  her. 

“We  have  tried  for  three  years  to  adopt  a  brother  or  sister  of 
any  age  so  our  little  girl  won’t  have  to  grow  up  alone,  but 
everywhere  we  turn  we’re  ,  told  there  are  no  children  available. 
Abortion  has  taken  its  toll  and  countless  children  who  would 
have  been  cherished  by  people  like  ourselves  have  been  denied 
their  ‘right  to  life.’  ” 

A  Salt  Lake  City  adoption  agency  said  from  1970  to.  1973, 
the  number  of  available  adoptable  children  dropped  64  per  cent 
in  Utah.  Couples  must  usually  wait  three  years  for  a  child. 

One  agency  official  said,  “It’s  difficult  for  many  people  to  be 
patient  and  understand  the  problem  when  they  want  so 
desperately  to  adopt  a  child.” 

In  1968  there  were  945  children  adopted  in  Utah.  In  1973 
there  were  390.  Some  officials  attribute  the  drop  directly  to 
liberalized  abortion  laws. 

It  is  clear  that  those  who  perform  receive  abortions  not  only 
end  a  life,  but  also  deprive  other  couples  from  the  joy  and 
fulfillment  of  rearing  a  family. 


Nixon  --  two  persons 


Richard  Nixon  led  the  American  people  for  a  little  more  than 
six  and  one-half  years  before  that  August  day  on  which  he 
handed  over  leadership  to  Gerald  R.  Ford.  In  his  years  at  the 
helm,  the  U.S.  recaptured  its  pre-eminence  abroad  and  lost  its 
self  confidence  in  the  future. 

Is  it  Richard  Nixon’s  legacy  to  be  praised  by  foreign  historians 
and  maligned  by  American  history?  Probably  so,  for  while 
Nixon  was  a  good,  perhaps  even  great  world  leader,  he  forgot  or 
ignored  the  need  for  imaginative  and  strong  leadership  that  was 
needed  in  his  own  backyard. 

While  relations  with  Red  China  were  opened  and  those  with 
the  Soviet  Union  cemented,  the  American  housewife  found  it 
increasingly  difficult  to  feed  her  family  and  at  the  same  time  the 
cattle  owner  was  finding  grain  more  expensive  and  harder  to  get. 

Americans  reached  for  the  noon  in  Nixon’s  first  year  in  office 
and  made  it,  but  almost  at  the  same  time,  the  helping  hand  was 
withdrawn  from  the  ghetto  and  America’s  poor. 

When  America  intervened  in  the  October  War  to  protect 
Israel’s  sovereignty  from  Soviet  retaliation,  a  measure  of  peace 
followed  with  a  cease-fire  between  Israel  and  the  Arabs.  At 
home,  though,  the  U.S.  was  the  victim  of  an  Arab  oil  embargo 
that  saw  motorists  paying  as  much  as  a  dollar  per  gallon  and 
waiting  in  lines  for  up  to  two  hours  or  more  in  some  parts  of  the 
country. 

At  the  end  of  1972  and  in  the  beginning  of  1973  the  iJ.S. 
finally  withdrew  from  involvement  in  South  Vietnam  and  the 
POWs  came  home,  some  seeing  America  for  the  first  time  since 
1964.  Yet  domestically  Nixon’s  administration  could  neither 
explain  nor  cope  with  boom  prices  coupled  with  recession 
finances  and  employment. 

On  his  last  foreign  tour  to  the  Middle  East,  Nixon  was  greeted 
as  a  conquering  hero  by  many  of  the  Arab  people  while  at  home 
he  was  regarded  by  his  own  citizens  as  a  traitor  and  corrupt 
despot. 

How,  then,  will  Nixon  be  judged  by  history?  It  was  almost  as 
if  there  were  two  men  in  the  White  House. 

One  was  a  forthright  and  imaginative  leader,  capable  of 
bringing  peace  between  warring  nations  and  agreement  between 
traditional  enemies. 

Yet  there  was  another  President  in  the  White  House  who  was 
indecisive  and  couldn’t  give  his  own  people  a  sense  of  hope  in 
the  future.  He  also  lost  the  faith  and  confidence  of  an  entire 
nation  in  less  than  two  years  after  he  was  elected  in  the  largest 
mandate  in  history. 

Richard  M.  Nixon  will  have  to  be  judged  as  two  presidents  if 
justice  is  to  be  done  by  him.  His  many  achievements  in  foreign 
relations  will  have  to  stand  side  by  side  with  the  erosion  of 
American  lifestyles  and  morals  and  with  the  evaporation  of 
presidential  power  in  his  last  months  in  office.

55.  This  causes  impassable  blocks  and  tailgating,  makii 
m.p.h.  a  very  dangerous  speed. 

The  55  m.p.h.  limit  is  also  supposed  to  save  fuel.  T1 
because  generally  cars  operate  more,  efficiently  in  the  4. 
m.p.h.  range  than  at  75,  but  auto  engines  vary  extreme! 
1967  Rambler  station  wagon,  for  instance,  still  uses  less  gas<  ! 
at  70  m.p.h.  than  a  new  Cadillac  at  55.  It  is  even  quest ior 
that  slowing  down  the  Rambler  and  thereby  increasing  itsf 
on  the  road  would  save  enough  gasoline  to  measure. 

Sometimes  we  forget  to  ask  how  much  of  what  is  who  sa  ■ 
and  is  anyone  losing?  All  things  considered,  including  fuel  nr  v 
and  large-vehicle  fuel  losses,  the  fuel  being  saved  by  the  ll 
speed  limit  may  be  less  than  one  or  two  per  cent,  if  any  at  al
